BRITISH TROOPS ARE NOW 
ADVANCING ON ST. JULIEN 


By Bulletin Leased Wire Rit 


LONDON, June t.—The Daily Mail's Rotterdam corres- 
pondent ‘in a despatch sent this morning says the British 
troops are now advancing on St. Julien. He adds: 


‘The German line is said to be greatly weakened and 
giving ground northeast of Ypres before vigorous attacks, 
which have been preceded by an effective bombardment of 
their trenches. 

“They have made desperate efforts to hold their positions, 
and are said to have been ordered by the German headquartrs 
staff to hold their ground at any cost.’’ 

The ground which the Germans won a .month ago is 
gradually being pierced, according to correspondents at vari- 
ous, points, 

The resistance has been of a desperate character, every 
cottage, clump of trees and every wall being held on to until 
the last with grim determination. 

Their line is no longer the regular one that it was follow- 
ing the advance in this region, but now is an irregular series 
of hastily improved forts practically all the way between 
Ypres and Dixmude.

That the Canadian losses at the 
battle of Langhemareq were ex- 
traordinary is made evident by the 
remark of a wounded English 
“Pommy,’’ who remarked while 


hobbling to a dressing station: 
‘Well, blimme, all that’s left of 
the Canadians is their good 


nyme,”’ 

Another Zeppelin raid, with the 
usual waste of valuable ammuni- 
tion in killing a few non-combat- 


ants whose deaths can have no 
possible military effect aside 
from stimulating recruiting. It 


is difficult to discern the method 
in this particular manifestation 
of Berlin’s madness, 


The decision of Judge Harvey 
establishes the law that vaceina 
tion is thé compulsory condition 
of school attendance, The law 
contemplates that the community 
has a right to protect itself by 
compelling the individual memb- 
ers of the community to protect 
themselves. This is a duty as well 
as a right, and rests upon those 
who are charged with the protee- 
tion of the interests of the com 
munity. 

A year ago the taxpayer was 
being told that any person who 
paid five cents for a ride on his 
street railway system thereby ac- 
quired a moral right to a vote for 
the election of the board of direct- 
ors. It would be interesting to 
know whether when he abjures 
the street railway for the jitney 
the non-taxpayer still retains this 
alleged moral right to elect the 
directors of the street railway, as 
he certainly does retain the legal 
power, 

The enemy's ‘‘drive’’ at the 
Russians failed to reach Przemysl, 
or any other vital spot in his line, 
The effect of a blow which falls 
short is to exhaust the striker 
more than it damages the other 
fellow. That the Russians suffer- 
ed great losses of men is beyond 
doubt, But Russia can afford to 
lose men in the ratio of two to one, 
and fight on until Germany has no 
more men to lose. The probability 
is that Germany will feel the loss 
of men and munitions expended in 
the ‘‘cirive’’ more than Russia will 
miss the army corps it has plenty 
of men to replace. 

The point raised by Mr, Charles 
Gowan in a recent letter that the 
proposed gas agreement is ambig 
uous as to the minimum charge of 
35 cents is well taken, If the ac- 
tual minimum charge is to be 27 
cents per thousand feet there is 
no need of introducing any refer- 
ence to a 35 cent charge, If it 
was intended that a certain num- 
ber of feet must be taken in order 
to secure the 27 cent rate the 
agreement should have said so ex 
plicitly, which it has not done, 

The logie of circumstance indi- 
cates beyond question that the 
proposal to hold a federal election 
in October last was for the pur- 
nose of securing a clearance for 
the government at the hands of 
the people for their derelictions in 
the purchase of war supplies made 
during the previous months, of the 
facts regarding which the people 
had no knowledge, The same logic 
indicates quite as clearly that the 
pressure by the Hon, Mr, Rogers 
to have the federal elections 
brought on in June was in the 
hope of forestalling—the revela- 
tions as to the malfeasance in re- 
gard to the government buildings 
by the late but not lamented Rob- 
lin government of Manitoba. The

The chap who is sent back 
because he has disgraced himself 
in England should be allowed to 
face his countrymen in his proper 
colors and take the censure that 
may come to him. And the man 
who has gone down doing his duty 


‘on the firing line deserves better 


treatment than the chance of be- 
ing mistaken for an outeast. 


In deciding to organize militia 
reserves the government make re 
cognition of the fact that a home 
defence foree may be needed in 
Canada before we get through 
with this war. It is well to pro- 
vide for that emergeney, lest it 
should occur, It is even better to 
prevent it occurring, There is 
reason to believe that if Canada 
does its duty as the other allies 
are doing theirs the necessity of 
defending our soil from an invad 
ing enemy will not be thrust upon 
us. ‘There is danger to fear that 
should that necessity be thrust 
upon us a reserve militia force of 
three hundred thousand men will 
not be at all large enough for the 
job. In any event, three hundred 
thousand Canadian — soldiers 
thrown into the fighting line in 
Kurope now would do-more to pre- 
vent the possible invasion of Can- 
ada than three hundred thousand 
soldiers could do to repel an inva- 
sion after the allies had been 
crushed, If it is sound  publie 
policy for the government to or- 
ganize a foree of three hundred | 
thousand men to repel invasion 
should the allies be defeated, it 
would surely be sound poliey to 
recruit: three hundred thousand 
nen to help the allies put the en 
emy out of condilion to invade, 


If—as seems to be the moral of 
the gas fighting at Langhemareq 
and the reason alleged by Berlin 
for the sinking of the Lusitania 
it is part of Germany's purpose to 
intimidate Canadians from taking 
part in the war, Berlin has made 
another mistake. Germany could 
hardly hope that any British Do- 
minion should take a smaller part 
in the war, its population and re- 
sources considered, than Canada 
has taken up to date, hat it has 
not taken a larger part Germany 
owes to the government which has 
consistently refused to allow Can 
adians to enlist in any thing more 
than a fraction of the number who 
wanted to enlist. The use of gas 
at Langhemareq and the torpedo- 
ing of the Lusitania have roused 
publie feeling in this country to 
a pitch it never before attained, 
and a continuance of similar tae 
ties would assuredly provoke an 
outburst of popular patriotism 
Which the government: could not 
repress, If Berlin is wise it will 
leave well enough alone, and trust 
its Nationalist allies in Canada to 
prevent the Canadian people tak- 
ing the part they ought to take 
and would gladly take in erump- 
ling up the war machine, To try 
to terrify the Canadian people in- 
to neutrality by continuing the 
methods of savagery will only re- 
sult in an outbreak that wili 
crumple up the Canadian Nation- 
alist allies of Berlin and put a 
Canadian army of a half million 
men into the firing line that has as 
vet not seen one-tenth that num- 
er,

Rev. W. H. Fry, who some time 
ago made an unsuccessful attempt to 
reach the Blonde Eskimos, and who 
went to England with the bishop last 
fall, returned recently to Wycliffe Col- 
lege, Toronto, and intends to again go 
north next year. 

Letters received by the bishop since 
his arrival in Canada on the return 
trip tell of conditions in the north, 
Rabbits, they say, have been scarce. 
thus leaving the Indians in a some- 
what destitute condition. but the 
government has rendered thent some 
assistance. ‘One of the missionaries, 
Mr. Tremain, did not ‘hear of the war 
until several months after it had 
started. 

Bishop Lucas left the Old Country 
a month ago on the Scandinavian, 
which was just three days uhead of 
the Lusitania. The ship was chased 
by a submarine off the coast of Ire-

Canada Presents Striking Change, 

Bishoo Lucas said the 'well-lighted 
streets in the cities of Canada were 
a welcome change after the darkness 
of the cities in the Old Country, As 
a precaution against aeroplane raids, 
every light that can possibly ‘be spar- 
ed hag ibeen eliminated, making it 
very difficult to walk along some of 
the streets after dark. On the quay 
at Brighton, the famous south coast 
watering-place, the parts of the lamps 
in face ithe sea have been \painted 
biutk, so that they may not ‘be observ- 
ed by hostile ships. 

A noticeable feature of London life 
Was the presence of large numbers of 
Belgian refugees, some of them with 


money, ‘but the great majority with- 
out means of subsistence. The gov- 
ernment has come ‘to their aid very 


generously. 

“Khaki is in evidence everywhere,” 
said the bishop. “Even in obscure 
country villages soldiers may be seen. 
some of them @aying a last visit to 
their relatives. before going to the 
front, Recruiting, notwithstanding 
all that has ibeen said, has ‘been re- 
markable, the Josses that have heen 
incurred seeming but to create a more 
ready response to the cally for addi- 
tional (battalions. The members of 
Kitchener's army are. of course, to be 
seen everywhere. Mhey passed the 
house where /I was staying in (Russell 
Square, London, every day, and it did 
me good to see the improvement in 
their deportment as the days went by. 
All the parks and squares in (London 
are used for drilling punposes, and 
altogether dt really is a very inapiring 
sight.” 

7 Praises British Navy. 

“There is an under-current of feel- 
ing in Canada; continued the bishop, 
“that the British navy is not doing all 
that might ibe expected of it, Mut that 
feeling Is not shared in Great Britain, 
More is being done by Britain's bul- 
warks of the sea than the newspapers 
are ever allowed to tell. The fact 
that not a single British «transport 
has been sunk is a marvellous fact in 
itself."’ 

Bishop Lieag visited many of the 
military hospitals, At Brighton 
there is a hospital exclusively for 
the ‘wounded Indian soldiers.

Asked iby the ‘Bulletin whether agri- 
culture would ever (be iprofitably car- 
ried on in the Mackenzie River dis- 
trict, the ‘bishop said it would be a 
crime to advise settlers to locate there 
for at least several years to come. It 
was true that in some districts vege- 
tables and wrain ‘shad. been = grown. 
At ‘Hay River, for instance, the Ang!!- 
can mission grew eleven hundrea 
bushels of potatoes for its own use. 
The government also had grown oats 
and fbarley on its experimental farm 
at Fort Simpson. {But it would - be 
folly to encourage settlement at pre- 
sent, especially as there were hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of home- 
stead land yet available further south. 
In the dim and distant future, how- 
ever, it might be possible for the 
Wheat-growing line to ibe moved from 
Fort Vermilion to a point still further 
north, and another new empire added
